IDEAL SAILING WEATHER 
ABOARD THE SHENANDOAH. 
Aboard Shenandoah (9 p. m.), Oee 
tober 7.—(By The Associated Press}, 
Ideal air sailing weather prevailed 
through the first 12 hours of the 9.00 
mile voyage of the big navy dirigihhe 
from coast to coast. 
Winds, which are not felt on the 
surface, were met in the upper level 
of the sky between 1,000 and 3,000 


feet. 

At 8 p. m. the ship was driving

Iondon, October 7.—Dissvlution of 
parliament and another generai elec- 
tion, the third in three years, seer 
almost certain to be the outcome of 
the attack on the labor government 
which the conservative and liberal 
parties have promised to iaunch Wed- 
nesday afternoon.

exhibited a copy of the alleged con- 
| tract which he said Senator La Fol- 
lette had been unable to obtain from | 
Secretary Work. 

And what of it, if true? 

It surely wasn’t very “‘secret” or 
Senator Wheeler wouldn’t have been | 
able under any circumstances to 
have gotten, for political exhibition, 
a copy of such a contract; and if, as 
charged, Secretary Work refused to 
hand a copy of any contract over to 
Senator La Follette—whose punitive 
attacks on the government, first, 
and on the public utilities of this 
country, second, create a dangerous 
tendency toward revolution—for 
purely private use or for political 
clap-track misrepresentation, he is| 
to be commended, and not cen-| 
sured. |

MIGHT AS WELL BE SENSIBLE. 

A reader telling ef his unhappy ex- 
perience in shopping around for a 
“reasonable” specialist to do some- 
thing any ordinary doctor can do well 
enough, exclaims, when the third 
specialist canvassed named a fee 


higher than either of the others; 
“Then I got mad and decided the 
less I saw of doctors the longer I 
would live.” 

The same day a young woman 
wrote me how she made it her rule 
to “think health.” 

And crossing on the ferry that 
afternoon, early in the rainy season, 
two darkies were singing, with guitar 
and banjo accompaniment, “It Ain’t 
Gonna Rain No Mo’.” 

As though that were not enough, 
almost the first letter I opened this 
morning was from a gentleman whv 
has evidently made an _ extensive 
study of fishiology, for he assures 
me that there is no need of walking 
miles every day to get oxygen—one 
has only to devote abvut four min- 
utes every morning to the practice 
of deep breathing before the open 
window. Just why the open window 
is always featured in this fool per- 
formance I have never learned, but I 
reckon the fishical culture magazine 
mail order health expert who first 
marketed this particular bit of hokum 
included the open window as part of 
the scenery. 

Well, it all struck me as a kind 
of epidemic of near psychology. Polly- 
anna psychology. That “grin and 
win” stuff—smile, yous halfwit, 
sinile! 

Within rational limitations I be- 
lieve in psychology, yet it seems to me 
that those darkies iterating and re- 
iterating in tuneful harmony that 
cessation of the equeous precipitation 
was imminent, really had no appre- 
ciable influence upon the weather. 
The chap who undertakes to absorb 
more oxygen by the simple expedient 
of breathing more deeply for a few 
moments—before an open window— 
could ag readily hoist himself out of 
the window and over the house by 
pulling on his own bootstraps. The 
young woman who “thinks health,” 
reminds us of the boy who endeavor- 
ed to plow a straight furrow by keep- 
ing his eye on a cow’ across the 
creek; our popular magazines fairly 
seethe with bait which the fishiol- 
ogists offer to the unwary.

“Until the advancing age admits 
the efficiency and supremacy of mind, 
it is better to leave surgery and the 
adjustment of broken bones and dis- 
locations to the fingers of a surgeon, 
while you confine yourself chiefly to 
mental reconstruction and the preven- 
tion of inflammation. Christian 
science is always the most skillful 
surgeon, but surgery is the branch of 
its healing which will be last ac- 
knowledged. However, it is but just 
to eay that the author has already in 
her possession well authenticated rec- 
ords of cure, by herself and her stu- 
dents, through mental surgery alone, 
of dislocated joints and spinal verte- 
brae.”’

Editor Constitution: The public service 
corporations, companies and firms of the 
United States have reached such gigantic 
proportions in their power. (aggregate 
wealth) to set prices when they buy and 
set prices when they sell, that the public 
is no match for them, unorganized as it {s.

Newton, Kan., October 7.—Restora- 
tion of honesty, efficiency and econv- 
m~ in government, and support of J’ n 
W. Davis, democratic presidential can- 
didate “that great progressive demo- 
crat,” were urged in an address here 
today by Governor Bryan of Nebraska.

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Bond clearances in Wall Street 
should be centralized in a single 
institution to avoid duplications 
and thefts possible under the

The Investor 


PAUL- WILLARD GARRETT 


Donald Durant, of Lee, Higginson & Co., formerly president of the 
Bond Club of New York, has raised a problem that should be more gen- 
erally discussed. It has to do with the present method for handling 
bonds in Wall street as transactions are made between houses. 

The average investor who walks into a bond house and sells a 
block of Atchison,. Topeka & Sante Fe Railway company’s general mort- 
gage 4s, for example, does not realize what a cumbersome lot of ma- 
chinery is set to work. The investment hoyse ordinarily executes the 
order through a broker, who in turn sells the bonds to another principal. 
This transaction is a simple one but involves several steps that are la- 
borious even if not perilous. 

The investment house on receiving the block of bonds must (1) 
count the bonds brought in for sale, examining. each one to make certain 
that the last coupon in each case is attached and itemizing the bonds by 
serial »umber. Unless the bonds are numbered consecutivey, and it is 
only good luck when they are, the job is a painstaking one. For ex- 
aminations of this sort the house employs only honest, high-priced 
clerks; who draw, perhaps, a salary of $3,500 per year. 

(2) The bonds are wrapped and given to messengers for delivery 
to the broker. The package is valuable and several messengers are sent, 
_boys to carry the bonds and inen to carry guns. 
| (3) The broker receives the bonds. He goes through the same 
process of counting and checking. A bond more or less means some- 
thing to him, too. So his honest, high-priced clerks repeat what the 
clerks of the investment house did before wrapping up the bonds. The 
broker then has the bonds wrapped up once more, assuming that he has 
sold the full lot to one principal. 

(4) The broker’s boys and guards take the package to the new 
principal, say another large investment house. 

(5) The new investment house has the same bonds counted and 
checked again. 


There Is the Peril of Thefts, Too. 
Small transaction may be made in less cumbersome ways but the 
‘fact of the matter is that for hundreds of transactions that take place 
| daily in Wall street the above steps do not cover everything. Such 
heavy overhead expenses eat into the profits of the business. Much of 
the expense goes for duplications. 

Aside from the expensiveness of the present method of countiny, 
checking and delivering bonds, there is@ substantial loss from theft no: 
fully covered by insurance. 

A Clearing House for Bonds. 

The duplications and the loss from theft could largely be eliminated, 
in the opinion of Mr. Durant, by the establishment of some form of cen- 
tral institution to act as a clearing house for bonds. He proposes a 
central bond bank which would fulfill the same function that the Clearing 
House association does for New York banks or the Stock Clearing cor- 
poration of the New York Stock exchange does in the case of stocks. 

It would not be necessary for the new institution to handle money 
but it would carry accounts with dealers, banks and individual customers. 
It would accept bonds on deposit but the rest would be largely a matter 
of bookkeeping. With such an institution the investment house wouid 
have completed its sale of the Atchison bonds to the broker by drawing 
a check on the central institution. The broker would have deposited 
the check to his account and drawn a similar check to the new prin- 
cipal. All this could have been done without taking the bonds from the 
vaults of the central institution. f 

The new institution would have two jobs to perform and in which 
it should become expert. It would safeguard the bonds and keep books 
on all transactions. Under such a system properly worked out, bonds 
perhaps would be seen as rarely as is cash in the banking world. 

Heavy selling of stocks by professional traders under way yesterday 

was not resumed today. In fact, trading today was the lighest in weeks.

Chicago, October 7.—With corn 
prices shooting upward and rye down, 
the grain markets went through more 
varied changes today than have been 
witnessed here in a long while.

It was during the last our of trad- 
ing that speculative attenticn shifted 
to the corn market and brought about 
a sharp upturn in values there. Flur- 
ried attempts to buy disclosed that 
but little wus for sale, and in some 
quarters importance was ittached to 
the fact that of late the price of Ar- 
gentine corn has been gaining rapidly 
as compared with corn in the United 
States. The inference was drawn that 
Argentine competition in this country 
had become a negligible quantity, and 
that meanwhile’ the prevailing wet 
weather had put the domestic corn 
crop in danger of serious new dam- 
age should freezing temperatures be 
met with soon. 

The wheat trade was virtually a 
drawn battle, in which alternating up- 
turns and declines over a 4-cent range 
resulted largely from Argentine drouth 
advices succeeded by word of benefi- 
cial rains over part of Argentina.

N RED CROSS MADE 


Washington, October 7.—An ap- 
peal for “team work” among all 
chapters of the American Red Cross 
was voiced today at the _ society’s 
national convention by James L. 
Fieser, vice chairman in charge of 
domestic, operations in an address in 
which he said, despite the great de- 
velopments of the Red Cross in this 
country, it had “not yet come to the 
end of organization or inventive 
genius.” To this end he favored 
regional and state corferences for 
the purpose of forwarding subjects 
for discussion to the annual conven- 
tions, 

Mr. Fieser denied that the society 
was not “democratic in its organiza- 
tion,” but added that “if it be the 
organization of an aristocracy, let it 
be an aristocracy of service and not 
of wealth or social position or adher- 
ence to any particular point of view 
in the community.” Finally, he 
stressed the necessity for all chap- 
ters to organize first-aid and life- 
saving instruction to combat. the 
greater mortality due to the “increase 
in the wmumber of automobiles and 
the increased improvement in trans- 
portation generally.” 

Concise five-minute. reports cover- 
ing the various activities of the Red 
Cross were read to the convention 
by the directors of service sections. 
War service, disaster: relief work, 
nursing, heme hygiene ‘and care of 
the sick, nutrition, first-aid and life- 
saving, volunteer activities and the 
junior Red Cross, were some of the 
subjects considered. 

Reports showed that in recent 
months the average number of cases 
handled involving war service to vet- 
erans was 56,000, while during the 
vear &737,603 was expended by the 
Red Cross in relieving distress and 
in rehabilitating the survivors of 192 
major disasters. 

There are at present more than 
30,000 Red Cross nurses on active 
duty, while instruction in care of the 
sick aS a branch of home training 
was given to 52,706 students. 


DEMOCRATIC TICKET 


Little Rock, October .7.—Returns 
received tonight indicated that the 
entire democratic ticket, headed by

10 MALESTER MINE 


McAlester, Okla., October 
Gateways to mine No. 12 of the Rock 
Island Coal and Mining company, 
near Hartshorne, were dynamited last 
night and an attempt was made to 
burn two railroad trestles leading to 
the mine, it became known today. 
Damage was slight but the incident 
has aroused the mining field. No ar-

ENVOY RECOGNIZED

Washington, October 7.—The Unit- 
ed States is the first nation of the 
world to recognize officially the risk 
Free State. 

President Coolidge accepted Tues- 
day the credentials of Professor 
Timothy A. Smiddy, minister from 
Ireland, who called at the white 
house with letters of credence from 
King George, of England, who made 
the appointment. 

“To my country this occasion is 
of deep and historic interest,” Smid- 
dy said, in a formal address to the 
president. “For the first time in its 
annals, there has been established 
diplomatie representation with an- 
other nation; and to its people it is 
a matter of special gratification tleat 
the first minister plenipotentiary 
designated to represent the interests 
of the Irish Free State should be 
received by the United States of 
America, to which Ireland is bound 
by the ties of kinships. 

The president welcomed Smiddy as 
‘the representative of the interests at 
a people which has contributed so 
largely to the development of the 
United States. and to which so many 
of our citizens are bound by the 
closest ties of relationship and senti- 
ment.”
